sprang on a chair and called to the 
people to hold up the eanvas and 
poles. 


THOUGHT QUICKLY. 


Mrs. Winifred 
Sleep of 
Denver, 


who was in charge of St. Mark's hos- 
pital tent, seeing the catastrophe at 
the big tent, telephoned the electric 
light company to shut off the cur- 
rent. This prevented 
any 
damage 


from the live wires that had fallen 
with the tent poles. 


The session was in full progress 


in the tent <when,«*ig*Mi of rain and 


some wind crept under the root Of 
the tent whose sides were rolled vp 
to admit air. A sudden, squall lift- 
ed up the big canvas as if it were m 
balloon and the immense stretch of 
cloth bellied like a sail in the wind." 


The guy ropes and the main pole* 


were pulled from their places and th* 
gust of wind momentarily ceasing, 
the tent roof collapsed. 


Even as the tent was in, ascent, 


many of the worshipers became pan- 
ic stricken. 


SMOTHERED SCREAMS. 


The screams set up by hundred* 


of women were hushed by the fall 
of the canvas. 


Hundreds of men sprang to their 


feet almost before Mr. Ramsey called

Uganda railway in 1808 the 
construction camps at T^avo 
weie for several months in 
terror of two lions that cur- 


ried off a large numbor of Indian cool- 
ies and African \voikuien. 
So great 
| was the loss of life that luuilly the mi'is 
j .refused to work and deserted the camps. 
For three weeks the lions completely 


( tied up work on the road. 


j 
The lions were finally killed by Lieu 


tenant Colonel J. II. Patterson of tho 
British army, but not until twenty- 
eight coolies had been killed, besides 
scores of negroes of whom no record 
had been kept. Colonel Patterson him- 
self tells of a few of the incidents that 
took place during the reign of terror. 


1 Colonel Patterson's first experience 
with the man eaters occurred about the 
middle of March, 1898. Railhead had 
just reached Tsavo when one or two of 
the coolies mysteriously disappeared. 
"At first I thought." said Colonel Pat- 
terson, "that they had been the victims 


I of foul play, but that idea was soon 


i dispelled. I was aroused one night and 
told that a man named Ungan Singh, 
a fine, powerful Sikh, had been carried 
off during the night by a lion while be 
lay asleep iu a tent shared by some 
dozen workmen. 


"One of the man's bedfellows had 


seen the whole occurrence. At mid- 
night the lion put his head in the open 
tent door and. as Ungau was nearest, 
seized him by the throat. The unfor- 
tunate fellow threw his arms around 
the lion's neck 
The next moment he 


was gone, and his terror stricken com- 
panions described the terrible struggle 
they heard outside. Poor Ungan Singh 
must have died hard, but what chance 
had he? 


"A regular reign of terror now com- ' 


menced in our little camp. I accord- i 


tlie lion got him clear he sprang" at the 
man's throat, and the poor water car- 
rier's cries were silenced forever. The 
lion, not bping able to leap the fence, 
ran up and down with his lifeless bur- 
den in his month, looking for a weak 
place to force his way through. This 
he presently found and plunged into, 
dragging his victim with him, leaving 
shreds of torn cloth on the thorns as 
evidences of his passage. 


"Two more men were taken from 


Engomau's camp a few days later. 
One was killed outright and eaten and 
the other mauled so that he died in a 
few days. 


'•For several nights thereafter the 


lions did not appear, aud the coolies, 
believing they had gone for good, re- 
sumed labors, and the camps assumed 
their normal condition. 


"We were suddenly startled out of 


this feeling of security by hearing one 
dark night the old terror stricken 
screams and cries, and we knew at 
once that the lions had returned and 
had added another unfortunate to their j 
long list of victims. This time they i 
had seized a poor man and eaten him ' 
within thirty yards of his tent, and so I 
daring had they become that they did , 
not attempt to move until the ghastly 
meal was finished. 


"On Nov. 30 the two lions made an- 


other successful raid within a hundred j 
yards of a permanent way inspector's | 
hut. I could plainly hear from my but i 
the commotion and the terrified shriek- 
ing of the coolies. 


"Then I telegraphed for Mr. White- 


head, the district commissioner, to 
come. On the night he said he would 
arrive he did not come. After dinner 
I went out alone to watch for my 
friends the lions. On this particular 
night I sat up on a sleeper crih which 
I had had built on a big girder that

THE LION SEIZED THE COOLY BY THE THROAT. 


Ingly rands the men construct ft very 
thick and high boma or fence of thorns 
round each camp, and insido .this they 
were fairly secure. The lions then at- 
tacked the Railhead hospital camp, 
which had been left behind at Tsavo 
and which stood in rather 'a lonely po- 
sition. They jumped the bomu and al- 
most succeeded In seizing the hospit&l 
assistant who had a marvelous escape. 
Being disappointed in this, one of them 
sprang on to and broke down a,tent in 
which there wore a dozen patients arid 
made off with a poor wretch, dragging 
him bodily through tho thorn hedge. 
A couple of others were wounded by 
the lion as he jumped on them. The 
brutes made several raids on the hos- 
pital. 


"A fresh site was prepared for the 


bospital near the cooly camp and all 
the patients were removed. I saf up 
all night In the vacated hospital, but 
tho lions did not coino. I hnd the mor- 
tification of bearing shrieks and groan* 
coming from the diroctlou of the new 
hospital, telling me only too plainly 
that our dreaded foes had attacked tbtit 
position. 
Another uiau was carried 


•way. 


"I found next morning that one of 


the lions hnd jumped into tbe boma 
and taken off the hospital bhlsti (wa- 
ter carrier). 
Several men were wit* 


ncsacft of the whole terrible occurrence* 
which they could plainly sec by tbe 
light of the big cnmpflre. The bhlftf. 
It Appeared, was lying on the floor of 
Ills tent with hit head toward tbe mid- 
dle and hli feet touching the Ride. Tbf

From the beginning of 
the trip the Giants were up againat it, 
and by the time we got around to Chi- 
cago every one of our pitchers, with the 
exception of Dad Clarke, was on the 
hospital list.
